SHANGHAI, Aug. 24.—The heav- 
ily reinforced Japanese army re- 
ported tonight it had smashed 
through the east gate of the strate- 
gic town of Juichang in its drive 
up the Yangtze River toward Han- 
kow, China’s provisional capital. 

The Japanese said they were mop- 
ping up Chinese defenders remain- 


ing in the walled town and that a 
second Japanese colunm én- 
circled Juichang to cut.off the Chi- 
nese retreat. 

It had taken the Japanese nearly 
a month to advance the 21 miles 
from Kiukiang, river port which 
fell July 26, to Juichang, near the 
south bank of the Yangtze 100 air- 
line miles southeast of Hankow. 

North Yangtze Situation. 

Chinese reports maintained the 
invaders were giving up as a bad 
job their attempts to reach Han- 
kow, the provisional Chinese cap- 
ital, by an offensive on the north 
bank of the Yangtze River with 
Kiukiang as the starting point. 

The Chinese dispatches said the 
Japanese consequently withdrew 
from Hwangmei, 25 miles due north 
ot Kiukiang, atid were moving 
eastward. 

Neutral observérs believed, how- 
ever, that the Japanese were not 
likely to release pressure on the 
Yangtze north shore unless Yangtze 
floods, now falling, increased.

As a 
schoolboy in Long Beach, Cal. he 
made his first flight by posing as a 
newspaper reporter and intimating 
to the pilot that a free ride might 
result in some desired publicity. 
Later he admitted the deception, 
and was hired by the pilot as a 
ground assistant. 

When the United States entered 
the World War, Hawks enlisted in 
the aviation section of the Signal 
Corps, leaving the sophomore class 
at the University of California to 


Love Field, Texas, and was com- 
missioned a Second Lieutenant. He 
left the army in 1921 a Captain and 
retained a reserve army commis- 
sion for several years. He later 
resigned and 
navy commission with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Commander. 

After leaving the army he turned 
to barnstorming and spent six years 
in various phases of commercial 
flying. In 1927 he joined the sales 
force of the Texas Co. and em- 
barked on the career that won him 
renown. 

First Notable Flight. 

His first notable flight was non- 
stop from Los Angeles to New York 
in 18 hours, 21 minutes and 59 sec- 
onds. The

flying time. The last trip was to 
gather data on air routes between 
North and South America. He 
cracked up two planes that year, 
but escaped serious injury. 

Hawks and the first Mrs. Hawks 
were divorced in 1921, two years 
after their marriage. In 1927 he 
married Miss Edith Bowie of

Boas of Wuhan Area Says Groups Have Re- 


fused to cea Moves eee 


Chen considered it imperative that 
all political and patriotic organiza- 
tions be co-ordinated under one 
leadership so as to eliminate over- 
lapping activities and guarantee ef- 
ficiency. He said the organizations 
now dissolved had refused to com-, 
ply with moves to that end. 
Action Is Assailed. 

Hankow’s Leftist press assailed 
the action, charging that it violated 
the spirit of a peace agreement 
which ended a decade of struggle 
between the Kuomintang (Nation- 
alist party) and Chinese Commu- 
nists shortly before the war with 
Japan began. : 
This agreement paved the way for 
organization of the United Front 
against Japan, the newspapers said. 
Chinese Communist leaders, how- 
ever, are believed unlikely to 
make a major issue of the diffi- 
culties of subsidiary or sympathiz- 
ing groups in this area. 
Communist leaders are fully oc- 
cupied with efforts to sabotage the 
Japanese military structure in 
North China and with organizing 
the Chinese populace behind the 
lines. The proletarian groups in 
the Wuhan area, on the other hand, 
are not considered strong enough 
to oppose the Kuomintang’s author- 
ity here. 

Youth Service Corps. 
To offset Leftist agitation, Kuo- 
mintang authorities are trying to 
arouse enthusiasm for their own 
Youth Service Corps. 
Preparations for the defense of 
the Wuhan area brought a conflict 
between the foreign consular body 
of Hankow and Chinese military 
authorities, 
The latter rejected Consular sug- 
gestions that certain fortifications 
in Hankow would have little mili- 
tary value and would frustrate for- 
eign efforts to establish civilian saf- 
ety zones. 
Foreign military men said gun 
emplacements along the Yangtze 


on the Hankow side would be use- 
ful only to fire on Wuchang and’ 
draw fire from Wuchang across 


This confidence was expressed de- 
spite Chinese reports that heavy, 
Japanese reinforcements were sail- 
ing up the Yangtze River, on which 
Kiukiang and Hankow are situated, 
into Poyang Lake—between Nan- 
chang and Kiukiang—and that the 
Japanese were landing 4000 men on 
the shores of Poyang only 40 miles 
from Nanchang.’ 

During a stay on the front north 
of Nanchang, the correspondent 
saw a series of Chinese night at- 
tacks which pushed the Japanese 
back three and one-half miles, 
These were not guerrilla assaults 
merely, but concerted and carefully 
planned actions by several thousand 
Chinesé troops. 

After several hours of bombard- 
ment of Japanese positions by Chi- 
nese mountain artillery, three red 


flares lighted the sky as the signal 


for the Chinese to go into action. 
They advanced from three sides 
and poured machine gun bullets 
into the Japanese until dawn, 
when the Chinese retired with the 
loss of only 20 men. 
Disorganization which recently 
characterised medical relief work 
behind the Yangtze front hppeared 
to be yielding to planned efforts by 
the Chinese Red Cross, which en- 
listed the services of many boy 
scouts and girl scouts as volunteer 
stretcher bearers and wound dress- 


ers. 
The Red Cross has set up road- 
side dressing stations and has 
brought in more ambulances. The 
motor transport, however, remains 
inadequate, even now when the 
fighting in the mid-Yangtze Valley, 
has reached a comparative lull.

Death Sentence Commuted. 
The Governor said that before 
he left for Colorado, immediately 
after the recent primary election, 
he read letters published in the 
Post-Dispatch from several per- 
sons urging clemency for Seward 
on the ground there was doubt as 
to his guilt, „together with 
Post-Dispatch editorials urging fur- 
ther examination of the case on its 
merits. The Governor said he de- 
cided at that time that he should 
look into the matter further after 
his return to the executive. office. 

Appeals for further hearing of 
Seward’s case have been made on 
one ground, that there was a ques- 
tion as to his guilt, and on an- 
other ground that, irrespective of 
his guilt or innocence, his long im- 
prisonment, coupled with his good 
record in prison, merited further 
consideration of his case. 

Seward served about two years 
in jail, during court proceedings, 
before a death sentence was com- 
muted to life imprisonment by for- 
mer Lieutenant-Governor Hiram 
Lioyd. Seward was committed to 
the prison Aug. 16, 1923. 

Seward’s Many Appeals. 

His record of parole hearings 
and reviews, with no results, is un- 
usual. His first parole hearing took 
place on March 13, 1928, and that 
seven reviews, which usually do 
not involve new evidence nor as- 
sume the scope of hearings, were 
held thereafter before the State 
Penal Board, which formerly han- 
died parole hearings and made 
recommendations to the Governor. 
The board recommended a parole 
for Seward to former Gov. Park in 
December, 1933, but Park took no 
action on it. 

The 1937 Legislature created the 
State Board of Probation and Pa- 
role to take over the parole hear- 
ing duties from the Penal Board 
and make recommendations to the 
Governor, who, under the Consti- 
Aution, has the pardon and parole 
power. 

The new board gave Seward a 
hearing last Jan. 20, but has done 
nothing about the case since then. 
The board has made many parole 
recommendations on cases heard 
since that time. 

The Deck Murder. 

Seward, now 56 years old, a for- 
mer pugilist residing in St. Louis, 
was convicted of the murder of An- 
drew Deck, a prohibition informer, 
in Festus, Jefferson County, Feb. 
26, 1921, and sentenced to death by 
hanging. It was alleged that Seward 
was hired by several others, for 
$35, to beat up Deck. Seward, in a 
confession, admitted the employ- 
ment, but declared some other per- 
son fired the shot which killed 
Deck in a fight near Deck’s home.

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Police Find Trail Leads to Rag 


Brothers to Use Some of Farn- 
ins to Aid Farm 
Labor in South. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 24.—John 
and Mack Rust, co-inventors of a 
mechanical cotton picker, an- 
nounced today formation of the 
Rust Foundation, through which 
they said they proposed to apply a 
large part of their personal profit 
on the invention to uplift agricul- 
tural workers of the South. 

“We think the idea of limiting the 
spread in income to 10 to 1 would 
make an interesting experiment,” 
the Rusts said in a statement in 
which they announced a charter of 
incorporation would be sought at 
Nashville today, 

Under the 10 to one experiment, 
the Rusts propose to limit their 
own incomes from the pickers to 
10 times that reecived by the low- 
est-paid employe. They could earn 
up to $8320 a year each, and still 
pay the lowest-paid employe the 
experienced wage minimum of 40 
cents an hour set forth in the 
wages and hours bill. 

They said all income they per- 
sonally realize from their invention, 
above the limited income set for 
themselves, would go to the founda- 
tion in an effort to make the picker 
“a blessing instead of a curse” to 
displaced labor. 

The articler of incorporaton said 
the foundaton would “aid in re- 
habilitation of disemployed share- 
croppers and farm laborers of the 
cotton growing states; ... and 
carry on experiments, research and 
educational work with a view to 
finding a permanent solution to our 
problems of poverty and unemploy- 
ment, and above all to preserve and 
extend our civil liberties.” * 

The Rust Cotton Picker Co., in 
which the Rusts retain a control- 
ling interest, is a profit corporation, 
the brothers said, and will be op- 
erated as such in the manufacture 
and marketing of pickers. 

The Rusts plan to acquire a 
manufacturing plant hege about the 
end of the year for production of 
machines on a commercial scale

Detectives under Seret. James 
McDonald descended on the rag 
shop after a junk ‘collector, Elmer 
Cummings, 56 years, old, told them 


he had disposed of the quilt, found 
wrapped about the torso of the 
eleventh victim, at the shop five 
weeks ago. 

Police Inspector Charles O. Nevel 
said the quilt was “the only 
real clew” in the three-year-old 
mystery. 

The rag shop where the junk 
man disposed of the quilt is near 
the place where the parts of the 
body of Mrs. Florence Polillo, 42, 
victim No. 3, were found in Jan- 
uary, 1936.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24-—Don 
Budge, Bobby Riggs, Joe Hunt and 
Gene Mako today were named to 
defend the Davis Cup against Aus- 
tralia in the challenge round Se 
3, 4 and 5 at the Germantow 
Cricket Club, Philadelphia. 

It was a foregone conclusion that 
Budge, the world’s best amateur 
tennis player, would be chosen for 
No. 1 singles duty and, with Mako, 
for doubles. It would have been 
virtually impossible to overlook 
Riggs, the. chunky Chicagoan who 
is second in the nation’s ranking 
list and has won 15 of the 19 tour- 
naments he has played in this year. 

But there had been some doubt 
ds to who would fill the lone re- 
maining vacancy. Walter L. Pate, 
chairman of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association Davis Cup 
Committee of Management and 
captain of the team, said that Hunt 
had been selected over Sidney 
Wood, blond New York Davis Cup 
veteran, only after long and seri- 
ous discussion. 

Younger of Pair Chosen. 

“The majority of the committee 
felt that, looking to the future and 
other Davis Cup years, it would be 
better to start with younger men,” 
Pate explained. “Hunt is only 19 
and has the makings of a great 
player. We felt we should do all 
we could to bring him along— 
especially since we finally did bring 
back the cup last year by develop- 
ing young players rather than by 
stringing along with champions 
whose records looked good on pa- 
per, but who failed to win the 
trophy.” 

But if the U. S. L. T. A. announce- 
ment put an end to speculation as 
to which men would make the 
United States squad, Pate gave no 
definite indication as to whether 
Riggs or Hunt would fill the No. 2 
singles spot against the two-man 
Australian force of Adrian Quist 
and Jack Bromwich.

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OT long after I returned from the 

war and resumed the practice of law, 
I was consulted by the then chaplain of 
the City Jail with reference to James 
Seward, who had been convicted in Jef- 
ferson County of murder in the first de- 
gree and had appealed. The lips of the 
chaplain were, of course, sealed by pro- 
fessional secrecy, but there was no ques- 
tion in my mind that he believed Seward 
to be absolutely innocent of the crime 
for which he was convicted. 

I did not then, have not since and do 
not now practice criminal law, but I had 
enough confidence in this worthy chap- 
lain to interest myself in Mr. Seward's 
behalf. I interviewed Mr. Seward at the 
City Jail and, after hearing his story, be- 
came convinced of his innocence. 

Mr. Seward’s case is reported in 247 
S. W., page 150, and a comparison of the 
opinion in that case with the facts would, 
in my opinion, convince anyone that Se- 
ward was innocent of the crime for 
which he was convicted. He was charged 
with killing one Andrew Deck, a reputed 
dry informer by day and a reputed still 
operator by night. - 

I had no opportunity to read the tran- 
script of the testimony in the case or 
the printed abstract of the record, but it 
appears undisputed that the revolver 
which came into the possession of James 
Seward in the struggle with Andrew 
Deck was a .82-caliber Smith & Wesson, 
whereas it was definitely shown, and the 
opinion of the Supreme Court conclusive- 
ly shows, that the bullet which caused 
the death of Andrew Deck was from a 
88-caliber revolver; and, further, that 
Deck was killed by a bullet fired from 
the rear; whereas at the time the .32- 
caliber Smith & Wesson was discharged, 
Seward was in front of Andrew Deck 
and could not possibly have shot him in 
the back, to say nothing of the admitted 
testimony that death was caused by a 
bullet from a .38-caliber revolver, instead 
of a revolver of .82-caliber. 

I am not attaching any blame to the 
then Supreme Court for not reversing 
this case outright, and I am not attach- 
ing any blame to the then Governor for 
not granting a pardon to Mr. Seward. In 
my opinion, the record in this case never 
did establish the facts, I would even go 

so far as to say that a parole for this 
man would not do him justice, but that 
he should have an outright pardon from 
the Governor.

On Feb. 6, 1934, Daladier, then Minister of War, 
ordered troops to fire on French Fascist rioters.

As a result of the 
killing of some of the Fascist rioters, Daladier was 
driven temporarily into retirement. His attempt to

FRANCO REFUSES. 

The text of Gen. Franco’s.reply to the Non-Inter- 
vention Committee’s proposal, as made public in Lon- 
don, verifies earlier reports that it virtually killed 
the hope of hastening the end of the Spanish civil 
war by withdrawal of foreign soldiers from both 
sides. The reply also blocks consummation of the 
British-Italian friendship treaty, whose effective date 
awaits substantial withdrawal of Mussolini's fighters 
from the rebel armies.

Is cap- 
italism, as compared with other “isms,” so 
devoid of standards and safictions? To 
start our thinking fairly, let us define cap- 
italism as the system of private property 
and the profit motive; standards, for this 
purpose, as ideals or aims; and sanctions 
as things which induce the observance 
of law or custom. 

An institution or any other thing is not 
doomed because its sanctions are not intel- 
lectual or ethical only. The sanction, for 
example, which induces the continuance of 
| procreation is neither, but the sex impulse. 
One of the sanctions for capitalism in Amer- 
ica is almost as deeply rooted in our nature. 
It is the desire for property, gain and per- 
sonal advancement. 

In the 1932 election even, in the midst of 
hitherto unknown poverty and suffering, the 
votes for the Communist and Socialist par- 
ties were almost negligible. 

The strongest sanctions for any law, cus- 
tom or institution, far stronger than any in- 
tellectual or ethical ones of the scholar or 
theorist, are those which lie deep as in- 
stincts in the very structure of our being.

In the kind of world we are living 
in at this moment, the President's 
Speech is a most practical and con- 
structive contribution to the main- 
tenance of peace. For peace de- 
pends for the present not on treat- 
ies or moral principles or peaceful 
sentiments but on estimates as to 
the chances of winning a war. 
Whenever the charces are even or 
better, the chances of war are in- 
creased; whenever defeat seems 
certain, the chances of peace, im- 
prove. This is the essential princi- 
ple of European politics today, 
and whoever understands this prin- 
ciple has the key which explains 
the whole complicated and other- 
wise unintelligible business. 

If the democratic and pacific na- 
tions are visibly and obviously 
stronger, they will not be attacked 
and they will not have to fight. As 
long as they can demonstrate clear- 
ly that they would win, that their 
armaments are at least equal, that 
their alliances are solid, that their 
morale is firm, and that their po- 
tential resources are superior, they 
can maintain the peace and keep 
open the possibility of negotiation. 
If they could prove conclusively 
that they would inevitably win a 
great war decisively, they would 
not only prevent a war but they 
would bring about the beginnings 
of a real negotiation.

RICHARD SPAMER DIES 
IN HOSPITAL AT 82 


Retired Dramatic and Musical 
Critic Ill for Several 
Weeks. 


Richard Spamer, musical and 
dramatic critic, long a familiar fig- 
ure at concerts and theater first 
nights, died early today in Missouri 
Baptist Hospital of a gall-bladder 
inflammation. He was 82 years 
old and had been in the hospital 
seven weeks. 

The funeral will be held in the 
Wagoner undertaking chapel, 3621 
Olive street, at 3:30 o’clock Friday 
afternoon, followed by burial] in 
Valhalla Cemetery. The Rev. N. 
L. Euwer, assistant pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, will 
conduct the services. 

Mr. Spamer, who was of German 
descent, was born in Cincinnati, 
and was employed in the Public 
Library there before coming to St. 
Louis in 1877. He was on the staff 
of the St. Louis Public Library, 
then in an office building, up to 
1888, when he became telegraph edi- 
tor of the St. Louis Star. He 
later joined the staff of the Globe- 
Democrat, where he served as dra- 
matic and musical editor until his 
retirement 10 years ago. 

He was personally acquainted 
with most of the leading concert 
artists. His own appearance, in his 
sixties and early seventies, was sug- 
gestive of musical pursuits, his 
whitening hair falling on his coat 
collar in the manner shown in por- 
traits of Liszt. In courtly manner, 
he would escort Mme. Schumann- 
Heink and other favorite perform- 
ers to the stage of the Odeon, con- 
cert hall of the time. 

He was married while living in 
Cincinnati to Miss Eliza Fuller, and 
they had a son, Richard Fuller 
Spamer, now of New York, who 
supvives them. Mr. and Mrs. Spa- 
mer’s golden wedding was celebrat- 
ed at Hotel. Chase in June, 1926, 
by a large gathering of their 
friends. Mrs. Spamer died two 
months later. 

Mr. Spame: was a member of 
several literary clubs and groups, 
and frequently spoke at organiza- 
tion meetings on literary and mu- 
sical topics. 

Besides his son, he is survived by 
a sister, Miss Thekla Spamer of 
Cincinnati, He lived at 4753 Lewis 
place.

HE term “nervousness” is used so frequently to explain some symp- 
tom that it has become commonplace, yet it is quite doubtful if 
many persons could give a clear-cut definition of the term or possess 
more than the slightest fundamental knowledge of its cause. 0 

To most laymen nervousness means some 
disease of the nerves, in the sense that the 
nerves of nervous people differ in some way 
from those of a placid person. It is doubt- 
ful if many have ever thought to inquire in 
just what manner this difference could be 
demonstrated. : 

As a matter of fact, the medical pro- 
fession is totally unable to determine the 
slightest difference between the nerves of 
a nervous person and a placid one. 

When the physician says, “Your nerves 
are upset,” of “You are nervous, or “You 
are on the verge of a nervous breakdown,” 
he does not mean at all that your nerves 
would show the slightest variation from the 

normal if examined under the microscope, The term is a misnomer and 
does not have any direct bearing on nerves at all. 3 
— © soon 0— 


IT MEANS THAT through some cause, which it is the physician's 
duty to discover if possible the patient presents certain evidences of 
unusual agitation or anxiety and through this develops symptoms in 
various parts of the body. It simply means an abnormal “state of 
mind” or an overstimulation or activity of the emotional centers, and 
has nothing whatever to do with organic disease. It is quite the com- 
mon thing to observe, however, an actual disturbance in the physiology 
or organs induced entirely through nervous influences, and these may 
be so profound as to completely incapacitate the patient. Some of the 
most serious prostrating illnesses have their entire inception in an 
abnormal emotional state, and tax the patiences and ingenuity of the 
physician. 

Almost every adult has experienced a sudden loss of appetite or 
inability to eat a meal after a severe fright or shock. Has it ever 
occurred to you to ask the reason? Tou know, in a general way, that 
it is some way connected with the nerves and that you were so “upset” 
that you simply could not eat, that your appetite was completely gone. 
In fact, if you had tried to eat, against your better judgment, ths 
stomach would have disgorged it immediately.

NOW MULTIPLY this well known experience by 300, stretching the 
imagination over a period of three months, and try to conceive of a 
chronic state of fear or shock or anxiety with loss of appetite during 
this entire time, with occasionally a slight let-up in the symptoms, 
just sufficient to permit the taking of enough food to prevent absolute 
starvation, and you have a mental picture of a very common disorder.

ANY of the machines we use 
today are still miracles to 
many of us because we were 
born before they were created.

Every girl 
and boy should know how to drive; 
how to clean a car; how to polish 
it; mend a puncture; put on a tire. 
And they should have a thorough 
knowledge of the rules of the road, 
and use it, before asking for a li- 
cense. '

EWARD now feels certain an as-

West, persist- 
ing with his first thought, laid down 
the diamond nine so that if deciar 
er had the blank eight at this stage, 
it would be covered, Dummy’s dia- 
mond 10 won, and a low club then 
was led. East deliberately put in 
the eight spot and declarer, fearing 
that the seven was in West's hand, 
could not afford.to duck since, if 
East’s eight held, a heart would be 
led through the A-Q. At this point 
declarer’s main idea was to duck 
a couple of clubs into the sondan- 
ger hand, West. To that end he 
played the jack, and West’s blank 
king won. ‘West returned the dia- 
mond king. Dummy’s ace won and 
declarer then resumed his plan to 
establish clubs. He found it neces- 
sary, however, to use the ace on 
the next lead and, whcn West 
showed out, the club suit had to be 
abandoned. But this was merely a 
temporary setback. The spade suit 
was run off and dummy’s low dia- 
mond was put to the excellent use 
of throwing West on lead, Obvious- 
ly, West had to return a heart up 
to the major tenace, thus giving 
declarer two heart tricks and his 
contract, with three spades, two 
hearts, three diamonds and one 
club.
